DECISIONS RELATING TO VESSELS IN GENERAL

The court's charge that the defendant was not re-
spongible for the arrival of the corn at Buffalo in a
damaged condition, unleas its negligence caused the dam-
age, was sufllicient to relleve defendant of responsibility
for damage due to the propensity of the corn to sweat
and heat, If the sweating and heating occurred without
negligence on its part.

UNIFORM STATE LAW FOR AERONAUTICS

5494-7. Definitions.—In this act **Afrcraft” in-
cludes balloon, airplane, hydroplane, and every other
vehicle used for navigation through the air. A hy-
droplane, while at rest on water and while being
operated on or immediately above water, shall be
governed by the rules regarding water navigation;
while being operated through the alr otherwise than
immediately al)'ove water, it shall be treated as an
airceraft.

“'Aeronaut’” includes aviator, pilot, balloonist, and
every other person having any part in the operation
of alrcraft while in flight.

“Passenger” includes any person riding in an air-
craft but having no part in its operation. (Act Apr.
17, 1929, ¢, 219, §1.)

5404-8. Sovereignty of air in state.—Sovereigniy
in the space above the lands and waters of this state
is declared to rest in the state, except where granted
to and assumed by the United States pursuant to a
constitutional grant from the people of this state,

5494-9. Ailr rights of saorface owner.—The owner-
ship of the space above the lands and waters of this
state i8 declared to be vested in the several owners
of the surface beneath, subject to the right of flight
described in Section 4 [§5494-10]. (Act Apr. 17,
1925, c.

5404-10. Regulation of flight of aircraft.—Flight in
aircraft over the lands and wateras of this state is
lawtul, unless at such low altituded as to interfere
with the then existing use to which the land or water,
or the space over the land or water, is put by the
owner, or unless so conducted as to be imminently
dangerous or damaging to persons or property law-
fully on the land or water beneath. The landing ot
an aircraft on the lands or waters of another, with-
out his consent, iz unlawful, except in the case of a
forced landing. For damages caused by a forced
landi{ng, however, the owner or lessee of the aircraft

or the aeronaut shall be liable as provided in Section
5 [§5494-11]. (Act Apr, 17, 1929, c. 219, §4.)

5404-11. Owners of aircraft liable for injuries.—
The owner of every aircraft which is operated over
the lands or waters of this state is absolutely liable
for injuries or damage to persons or property on the
land or water beneath, caused by the ascent, descent,
or flight of the aircraft, or the dropping or falling of
any object therefrom, whether such owner was neg-
ligent or not, unless the injury or damage is caused
in whole aor in part by the negligence of the person
injured, or of the owner or ballee of the property
damaged. If the aircraft is leased at the time of the
injury or damage to person or property, both the
owner and lessee shall be liable, and they -may be
sued, jointly, or either or both of them may be sued
separately. An aercnaut whbo fs not the owner or
lessee shall be liable only for the consequences of hia
own negligence. The injured person, or owner or
bailes of the damaged property, shall have a lien on
the aircraft causing the injury or damage to the ex-
tent of such injury or damage caused by the aircraft
or objects falling from it. (Act Apr.-17, 1929, c.
219, §5.)

nor any one of the landing strips to be less than
1,800 feet in effective length with clear approaches,
or has two landing strips, one aligned with the gen-
eral direction of the prevailing wind, permitting at
least 4-way landing at all times and having clear ap-
proaches, the landing strips to be at least 500 feet
wide and at least 2,500 feet in effective length, and
not to ¢ross or converge at an angle less than 60
degrees; and which, in any case hereinbefore men-
tionad, meets the minimum requirements as to sur-
face, marking, equipment and management as may
from time to time be provided, by the Minnesota ser-
onautics commission.

(f) “Landing fleld” means any area, either of
land or water, which is used or which is8 made avail-
able for the landing and take-off of aircraft, which
may or which may not provide facilities for the shel-
ter, supply and repair of aircraft, and which meets
the minimum requirements as to size, design, surface,
marking, equipment and management as may from
time to time be provided by the Minnesota aeronau-
tles commission.

(g) ‘“BEmergency landing strip” means an ares,
either of land or water, which is available for the
landing and take-off of alrcraft, having not less than
200 feet of useable width and not less than 1,000
feet of useable length, the use of which shall, except
In case of emergency, be only as provided from time
to time by the regulations of the Minnesota aeronau-
tics commission.

(h) “Person’ means any individual, association,
copartnership, firm, company, corporation, or other
agsoclation of individuals.

(i) ‘"Air instruction” meaps the imparting of
aeronautical information’in any airschoo!, fiying club,
or by any avlation instructor

(}) Any person engaged in giving instruction, or
offering to give instruction in aeronautics—either in
flying or ground subjects, or both—for or without
hilre or reward, and advertising, representing, or
holding himsel? or itself out as gilving or offering
to give such instruction, shall be termed and consid-
ered an "“Air School.”

the Minnesota aeronautics commission is hereby em-
poweréd to issue commercial licenses to such alreraft
as may be found airworthy, and insefar as is prac-
tical, the standards prescribed by the Department of
Commerce of the United States with respect to design,
construction, and airworthiness, shall be applied to
aircraft engaged In commercial aviation within this
ptate, and before ifasuing a commercial license, the
Minnesota aeronautics commission may reguire that
sald aircraft shall meet all standards preseribed by
the Department of Commerce of the United States for
aircraft subject to its jurisdiction. All applications
for a commercial license may be in writing, signed by
the applicant, and shall be accompanied by such filing
fee as the Minnesota aeronautics commission may
designate, not exceeding $25.00 annually for a single
motored aireraft or §50.00 annually for a multimo-
tored aircraft, which fee shall be paid into the state
aviation fund.

(b) Non-commerical Alreraft. The Minnesots
Aeronautics Commisslon shall issue restricted licenses
for the limited operation of nonr-commerecial aircraft
as hereinafter provided. Al! applications for a non-
commercial license shall be in writing, signed by the
applicant, and shall be accompanied by such fillng fee
ag the Minnesota aeronautics commission may desig-
nate, not exceeding $26.00 annually for a single mo-
tored aircraft or $50.00 annually for a multimotored
aircraft, which fee shall be paid into the state avia-
tion fund. 'When such application {3 filed, the Com-
mission shall grant a temporary license to test fly
sald afrcraft for a desighated period, during which
period any licensed transport pilot may conduct flying
tests of sald aircraft, provided that said aircraft shal)
not be flown over any iphabited city, town, or village
during said period. During the time that said tempo-
rary license is in effect, the Minnesota aeronautics
commission shall designate "'a transport pilot or in-
spector to test said ajreraft or otherwise determine
whether it is airworthy, and may also designate the
place where tests shall be carried on. -Such desig-
nated pllot or inspector may test fly said aircraft him-
self or he may require {t to be tested within his view
by having it subjected to such flying tests as the
Minnesota aeronautics commission may require. If
gaid aireraft is determined to be airworthy then the
Minhesota aeronauties commission shall issue a li-
cense authorizing said aircraft to be fiown for non-
commercial purposzes only, and markings preacribed
by the Minnescta aeronautics commission shall be
prlaced on sald alreraft to show that same is licens-
ed only for non-commercial purposes.

Manner of taking game.—Birds and quad-
rupeds protected by law shall be taken only in the day-
time with a gun not larger in bore than a ten gauge
fired from the shoulder, or with a bow and arrow,
except that upland game birds and quadrupeds may
be taken with a rifle or pistol, It shall be unlawful
to use any kind or type of silencer on any firearm, or
to own or possess any kind or type of silencer for a
firearm, or to own or possess any flrearm eguipped or
‘designed to have a silencer attached thereto. No
person while in a motor vehicle shall take game, nor
discharge any firearm therefrom at any wild animal,
nor carry a gun or other firearm, except a pistol or
revolver, in a motor vehicle unless the same be un-
‘loaded in both barrels and magazine and taken apart
or contained in a case.
